Democrat upsets GOP lightning rod Roy Moore

Republican opponent and President 
Donald Trump, who had urgently 
endorsed GOP rebel Roy Moore 
despite a litany of sexual-misconduct 
allegations. 

It was the first Democratic Senate 
victory in a quarter-century in 
Alabama, one of the reddest of red 


states, and proved anew that party 
loyalty is anything but sure in the age 
of Trump. It was a major embarrass- 
ment for the president and a fresh 
wound for the nation’s already- 
divided Republican Party.
